1. Claim 1 1 is generic and allowable. Accordingly, the restriction requirement as to the 
encompassed species is hereby withdrawn and claims 7-9, 12 and 13, directed to the non-elected 
species, are no longer withdrawn from consideration since all of the claims to this species depend 
from or otherwise include each of the limitations of an allowed generic claim. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the linked 
species, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim(s) depending from or including all the 
limitations of the allowable generic linking claim(s) be presented in a continuation or divisional 
application, such claims may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double 
patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application.

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 1 was 
indicated allowable. The prior art of record does not disclose or render obvious a motivation to 
provide for a bull gear of a differential gear assembly as defined by the limitations of claim 11; 
including a ring gear that transmits torque to an axle through a differential pinion supported on a 
support member, the ring gear and the support member coupled together so as to be relatively 
axially movable and not-relatively rotatable, and a retaining member provided on a pinion shaft 
that supports a pinion for transmitting torque to the ring gear, the retaining member preventing 
the ring gear and the support member from relatively axial moving.
